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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in page 5 that according to 
Applicant's Specification, "redundancy signal data" is defined as "additional data redundancy in the fonm of repeated data symbols, as 
illustrated in Fig. 1c". Examiner respectfully disagrees. Clearly, claim 1 does not recite that transmitting additional redundancy data in the 
form of repeated data symbols. Therefore, Applicant's argument is not directed to the claimed invention. Applicant further argues in page 
6 that since the additional redundancy data inserted by the present invention refers to repeated data and cannot be used to increase the 
data rate. Once again, repeated data as argued by the Applicant Is not recited in the claims. 
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
